Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dents won’t benefit from a 
regional transit pilot proj¬ 
ect—at least not yet—but 
they will help pay for it. 

Regional Councillor Dave 
Lepp and Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs voted against the 
recommendation but it has 
been approved by regional 
council, despite opposition 
from NOTL and other small 
communities that won’t see 
a benefit from the first phase 
of the inter-municipal sys- 

But it could, down the 
road, help NOTL residents 
get around the region. 

Overlapping talks about 
two different systems—one 
regional and one munici¬ 
pal—have confused some 
residents, says Lepp, who 
organized a public meeting 
to discuss the regional pro-

Most of the residents who 
contacted Lepp are looking 
for a transit system that 
would connect them to the 
rest of the region, but oth¬ 
ers have no need of such a 
system and are concerned 
about the cost, he said. 

The proposal approved 
by regional council will cost 
NOTL taxpayers about 
$800,000 over the three- 
year pilot project that will 
connect Niagara Falls, 
Welland and St. Catharines, 
but not touch NOTL. 

Down the road, if the test 
project is deemed a suc¬ 


cess, the system could 
move to the next phase, 
which could see buses con¬ 
necting to NOTL and the 
other smaller communi- 

Kumar Ranjan, an engi¬ 
neer with the region, says 
connections with feeder 
communities could occur 
over a 10-year period. 

But all 12 municipalities 
will pay their share of the 
capital cost of extra buses, 
although they won’t be on 
the hook for operational 
expenses. 

And while NOTL resi¬ 
dents would not see a bene¬ 
fit in the next three years, 
“this is just a first step. 
We’re looking at the big pic¬ 
ture. There has to be a start¬ 
ing point, and we have to 
test it before we make a 
huge commitment.” 

But the town would still 
require its own service to 
deliver passengers to that 


connection, Lepp said. 

“We would need a shuttle 
or some transit system to 
link to it. That’s what the 
town and the survey it’s 
undertaking will be looking 
at—how to link to the 
regional system. It’s not 
going to be something that 
runs every 15 minutes, but 
it could be something that 
runs every hour or three or 
four times a day. We need to 
know what will work, what 
it will cost and what we can 
live with." 

David Mole of Niagara 
Classic Cabs has spoken to 
Burroughs and hopes to 
meet soon with Mike 
Galloway, the town’s new 
chief administrator officer. 

Mole believes the region¬ 
al cost to NOTL taxpayers is 
outlandish, and has made 
no secret of the fact that he 
would like to partner with 
the town to provide a transit 
system to residents. A used 


wheelchair-accessible shut¬ 
tle for 20 passengers could 
be purchased for $50,000 to 
$100,000, he said. 

“We’ve discussed this as 
taxpayers and we’ve dis¬ 
cussed it as a local busi¬ 
ness. The cost (of the 
regional proposal) is absurd 
beyond any point of rea- 

Delivering municipal 
transportation “is not rock¬ 
et science,” says Mole—the 
town had a system with 
Niagara Classic Cabs that 
cost $10,000 a year. 

"For the town to be pay¬ 
ing mega-bucks to the 
region for something that 
doesn’t benefit NOTL resi¬ 
dents is shameful. Why 
would we pay for a service 
that doesn’t touch Queen 
Street or any of the other 
corners of NOTL? The 
question has to be asked of 
council, why would they 
not pull out and spend the 


money instead on a transit 
service for NOTL?” 

The difficulty, says Lepp, 
is that he, Burroughs and 
other regional councillors 
from the smaller munici¬ 
palities were outvoted. 

“The vote has been taken. 
This is now in place. I had 
my vote, had my say. Now 
all we can do is work from 
this point onward and look 
at how we can benefit from 

The town has hired a 
consulting company to 
study what residents want 
and what will work, and a 
survey is expected to be 
conducted over the sum¬ 
mer, with a draft report 
expected to go to council by 
the end of August and a 
public meeting to be sched¬ 
uled before the report is 
finalized, says public works 
director Ewald Kuczera. 

“Our transit needs survey 
and study should examine 


opportunities to connect 
with the regional inter¬ 
municipal service.” 

The consultants were at 
the regional meeting to get 
a sense of what residents 
are looking for, he said. 

As expected, some want a 
municipal system “yester¬ 
day,” and others are strong¬ 
ly opposed to anything that 
will bring an increase in 
property taxes, he said. 

The study the town is 
conducting will include a 
telephone survey, and is 
expected to be available to 
residents on the town web¬ 
site. There will also be 
meetings with focus groups 
and councillors, he said. 

The consultants, he 
added, will not be responsi¬ 
ble for designing a system, 
but rather will look at what 
residents want, and what 
has and hasn’t worked in 
other, similar municipali-

Like air bags on your vehi¬ 
cle, you won’t know whether 
a fire extinguisher works 
until you need it, and if it 
doesn’t, it’s too late, says Ray 
White, fire safety eduction 
officer with the town. 

And although it’s not diffi¬ 


cult to use, if you're armed 
with some information and 
even some experience put¬ 
ting out a small fire with an 
extinguisher, you will be 
more likely to reach for it 
and successfully put out a 
fire should the need arise, 
says White. 

Simply having a fire extin¬ 
guisher isn't enough—the 
Ontario Fire Code says that 
business owners have to 
have it inspected annually to 
ensure it’s charged, and the 
pressure recharged after six 

There is a dial on the top 
of the extinguisher that indi¬ 
cates a green range of pres¬ 
sure—too little or too much 
and it won’t work, he says. 

While there is no such leg¬ 
islation for home owners, it’s 
a good idea to check, said 
White. 

Last week, he hosted a 
two-day extinguisher train¬ 


ing and renewal program at 
the fire station on Anderson 

About 80 business owners 
brought in old extinguishers 
that did not work, and were 
sold new ones at a reason¬ 
able price, he said. 

Others had their extin¬ 
guishers checked and 
updated. 

The workshop was such a 
success, it will be an annual 
event, he added. 

Those who attended were 
taught to PASS: Pull the pin 
at the top of the extinguish¬ 
er—if it doesn’t come out 
easily, twist a little. The pin 
releases a locking mecha¬ 
nism and will allow you to 
discharge the extinguisher. 

Aim at the base of the fire, 
not the flames. This is 
important, says White—to 
put out the fire, you must 
aim for the source. 

Squeeze the lever slowly. 
This will release the extin¬ 
guishing agent. If the handle 
is released, the discharge 
will stop. 

And finally, using a 
sweeping motion, move the 
fire extinguisher back and 
forth until the fire is out. 

Keep the fire extinguisher 
close to the door, White sug¬ 


gests—that way, you can 
make your way to it, and 
from a safe position with the 
door behind you, attempt to 
put out the fire. 

At the training workshop 
held at the fire station, a 
small, controlled fire—no 
heat, no smoke—was set up 
to give people an opportuni¬ 
ty to use an extinguisher. 
That, says White, hopefully 
gives them confidence and 
knowledge that will help in 
an emergency situation. 

“The more confidence 
they have, the safer they will 
be. And the more people 
know about how to use an 
extinguisher, the better the 
chance that they will use it.” 

Would an extinguisher 
have helped during the fire 
on Queen Street last fall that 
destroyed two historic 
buildings? 

It’s difficult to say, says 
White, but that fire, once it 
was discovered, moved 
quickly. 

“In that particular situa¬ 
tion, it wouldn’t necessarily 
have worked. But in many 
situations, an extinguisher 
can stop a small fire from 
becoming a huge one.” 

Each fall, White checks 
extinguishers at local bed 
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and breakfasts as he carries 
out the required fire safety 
visit before a B&B licence 
can be issued. 

Last October, once that 
was finished, he began visit¬ 
ing NOTL businesses to 
explain about legislation 
concerning extinguishers 
and what is needed to be up 

“There was a good num¬ 
ber who had fire extinguish¬ 
ers that were up to date. But 
some were so old they 
wouldn’t have helped at ail 


White will be revisiting 
local businesses, and giving 
summons to those who are 
in violation of the Ontario 
Fire Code, he said. 

And although it’s up to a 
judge to issue a fine, an 
owner can be charged “no 
more than $50,000,” and a 
tenant “no more than 
$20,000” if the extinguisher 
has not been kept up-to- 
date. 

A new extinguisher, he 
says, costs $50 to $60.

This year's Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Horticultural 
Society Garden Tour features 
some surprises. 

One is a garden residents 
may have passed by many 
times. The view from Niagara 
Street is unique — ever¬ 
greens, perennials and 
deciduous shrubs, with seat¬ 
ing tucked away behind a 
fence, replace the lawn in the 
streetscape garden. 

Japanese maples and 
ornamentation lend an 
Oriental air to the back gar¬ 
dens where freely scattered 
annual seed adds summer 
colour and a relaxed 
Canadian look. 

Gerry Bamim says she and 
her husband decided years 
ago the slope of the ditch in 
front of their house made 
cutting grass too strenous. 

So they began planting, 
and before long, there was no 
grass left to cut. 

The ditch is long gone, 
replaced with curbs and gut¬ 
ters, but the plants remain. 

The Bamims also choose 
not to purchase annuals, 
instead relying on seeds 
broadcast from last year's 
flowers to provide colour— 
candy tuft, nicotiana, and 
larkspur, a plant similar in 
appearance to delphiniums 
but easier to grow, she says. 

It was about 15 years ago, 
Bamim says, that she intro¬ 
duced the larkspur seed, and 
the beautiful flowers still pro¬ 
viding colour in her garden 
this week continue to be the 


result of that first seeding. 

But relying on seeding 
takes patience, she says— 
once the flowers lose their 
bloom, they must be left to 
do their job for next year. 

Visitors to the Niagara 
Street garden will also see 
day lilies and oriental lilies— 
both relatively easy to grow 
and requiring little maintne- 

While the path meander¬ 
ing through the back garden 
areas doesn’t leave much 
room for the grandchildren 
to play, the town makes a 
good neighbour, says 
Bamim—her backyard bor¬ 
ders the Rye Street park, 
which provides an open 
expanse of well-manicured, 
chemical-free grass for visit¬ 
ing grandkids to play on. 

Two commercial green¬ 
houses are on the July 10 tour 
along with six beautiful resi¬ 
dential gardens—explore the 
Wine Sensory Garden at Reif 
Estate Winery, and enjoy a 
complimentary wine tasting. 

Busy Bee Lavender Farm, 
with 15,000 square feet of 
greenhouse, an adjacent 
field with more than 3,000 
lavender plants and a gift 
shop will also welcome visi¬

Also included in this year's 
tour is a free tram ride to a 
circa-1819 restored Georgian 
home on a 26-acre Niagara 
Parkway estate, with formal 
English gardens; an elegant 
and beautiful one-acre prop¬ 
erty facing the Niagara River, 
surrounded by nature on 
three sides and home to 
perennial flower beds, box¬ 
wood hedges, three patios, a 
pavilion and tranquil water 
feature, peonies, hydrangeas 
and Russian sage growing in 
abundance. 

On Shakespeare Avenue, 



enjoy Deddosutikku, a 
peaceful and unique refuge 
amidst plantings of bamboo, 
a dozen varieties of Japanese 
Maple, with weeping mul¬ 
berry and caragana. 

And on Green Street, a pri¬ 
vate oasis with lots of space 
for both shade and sun-lov¬ 
ing plants features a small 
waterfall and pond filled with 
water lilies, providing a tran¬ 
quil spot to sit and enjoy the 
goldfish.

It’s not so much the bed 
itself that’s important, it’s 
the way it moves. 

Upper Canada Lodge in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
been slowly replacing all the 
beds in the seniors resi¬ 
dence with ones that are 
controlled by a remote 
device that looks very simi¬ 
lar to the one that changes 
TV stations. 

That small tool that can be 
kept handy beside the bed 
allows the resident more 
comfort, is safer and pro¬ 


vides greater independence, 
says lodge administrator 
Marg Lambert. 

It’s also a lot easier on 
staff, who can move the bed 
up and down easier without 
the older crank system. 

"But what’s really impor¬ 
tant is the residents can 
move the bed up and down 
themselves, on their own. It 
allows them more inde¬ 
pendence. We're all very 
excited to have them.” 

About 60 of the 80 beds 
have been replaced, at a cost 
of $2,000 each, with help 
from the community. 

The Royal Canadian 
Legion recently gave the 
Lodge funds to buy one 
more, hoping a veteran who 
doesn’t yet have a push-but¬ 
ton electric bed would be 
given one. 

The beds the Lodge no 
longer needs are being 
donated to Warehouse of 
Hope, says Lambert.
